LIFE IS CHEAP IN DOMINGO 
At least 10,000 citizens o f Haiti have 
been killed “ in co ld blo o d’’ since Octo ber 
1 in “ the mo st ho rrible unpro vo ked mas- 
acre o f mo dern times,” says Quentin Kay- 
no lds, asso ciate edito r o f Co llier’s W eek­ 
ly, who is said to have been the first 
American repo rter to visit the scene o f 
the slaughter. 
Mr. Reyno lds interviewed bo th Presi­ 
dent Vincent o f 
Haiti, 
and 
Presidenit 
Trujillo o f the neighbo ring republic, who 
has been accused o f o i’dering the mass 
killings o f defenseless men, wo men and 
children. 
He also talked with many sur­ 
vivo rs and examined the wo unds o f sco res 
o f the injured in ho spitals. 
Two hundred tho usand Haitians live 
in the Do minican republic, having mo ved 
acro ss the bo rder to wo rk in sugar fields 
and “ R is members o f this gro up who 
are being slaughtered in an effo rt to fo rce 
them to return to their o wn co untry.” 
Three hundred Haitians w'ere slain o n 
the night o f Octo ber 1 and the fo llo wing 
night, Mr. Reyno lds says, Trujillo attend­ 
ed a meeting at Dajabo n where he is re­ 
po rted to have incited the peo ple to fur­ 
ther killings. 
He quo tes Bisho p J ean- 
Marie J an, o f Haiti: 
“ President Tiaijillo made a speech that 
night. 
The president said in his speech, 
T came to the bo rder co untry to see what 
I co uld do fo r Do minicans living here. I 
fo und that o ur peo ple wo uld be happier 
if we go t rid o f the Haitians.^ 
Then the 
president paused, stamped his fo o t and 
said emphatically, T will fix that. Yester­ 
day 300 Haitians were killed at Banico . 
That must co ntinue.’ ” 
Mr. Reyno lds says Trujillo to ld him 
that “ the who le affair has been o verem­ 
phasized,” and that “ while it is a regret­ 
table incident, it is certainly no cause fo ^' 
internatio nal actio ih” Tvlr. Reyno lds says 
that “ I might have believed him if 1 
hadn’t lo o ked into the to rtured eyes o f 
mo thers who had seen their who le fami­ 
lies wiped o ct. 
I might have believed him 
if I had no t reached o ut and to uched 
eight-inch machete scars o n the head o f 
a nine-year-o ld bo y. 
T might have believ­ 
ed him if I had no t '« >aened to the sto ries 
to ld by hundreds o f miserable peo ple and 
read the sto ries to ld by tho usands mo re.”

been v accinated.

Imp roving Hatchability of 
Eggs Is Imp ortant. 


By H. M. Sco tt, Asso ciate in Po ultry Hus­ 
bandry , Univ ersity o f Illino is. 
WNU Serv ice, 
During winter lay ing flo cks need 
all the sunshine they can get. 
Of 
co urse the flo ck must be pro tected 
fro m chill and ex treme co ld, but 
the practice o f clo sing the hen ho use 
do o r early and no t o pening it until 
after Easter, as many iio ultry men 
do , reduces the hatchability o f eggs 
laid during this perio d. 


The first reco mmendatio n fo r the 
impro v ement o f hatchability is the 
greater use o f free sunshine and 
green feed. 
It is estimated that 
po ultry men and hatchery men o f the 
United States take an annual lo ss o f 
mo re than $14,000,000 fro m eggs 
that fail to hatch. 


In ex periments co nducted at the 
Natio nal Agricultural Research cen­ 
ter in Beltsv ille, Md., where the 
breeding flo ck was allo wed o utdo o rs 
in the winter sunshine, the hatch­ 
ability 
o f their fertile eggs 
in­ 
creased 14 per cent. This increase 
was sho wn despite the fact that the 
hens had prev io usly receiv ed 
a diet 
co ntaining 2 per cent co dliv er o il. 


Where it is necessary to co nfine 
the flo ck because o f ex treme weath­ 
er, co dliv er o il is reco gnized as 
essential in securing go o d hatching 
eggs. 


Po ultry men who canno t o btain suc­ 
culent green feed in the winter may 
use go o d grade alfalfa hay and milk 
pro ducts. No winter ratio n fo r co n­ 
fined breeding flo cks sho uld co ntain 
less than 5 per cent o f dried milk 
pro ducts o r its equiv alent in semi­ 
so lid o r liquid fo rm, unless a meat 
meal is used and is kno v .Ti to co n­ 
tain eno ugh o f dried o r who le liv er 
to make up at least 2 per cent 
o f the to tal ratio n. 


Alfalfa, milk and liv er meal are 
po tent so urces o f v itamin G. 
This 
v itamin is necessary fo r go o d hatch­ 
ability . 


To Prevent Egg-Eating 
It is no t go o d practice to feed 
chickens bro ken eggs. They acquire 
the habit o f egg-eating v ery readily 
and so me birds can puncture the 
shell o f so und eggs. 
In prev enting 
the flo ck fro m getting started at 
egg eating, say s a writer in the 
Bo sto n Glo be, it is best to screen 
the ro o sts so that bro ken eggs wiil 
be o ut o f their way and that they 
are no t getting a taste o f them. 
Adequate litter sho uld be kept in 
the nest to prev ent breakage. 
The 
dark fro nt nest also prev ents egg 
eating fro m getting started, and a 
clo se watch can be kept o v er the 
flo ck fo r birds that sho w ev idence 
o f egg eating as indicated by y o lk 
material o n the beak.

A persistent determ.inatio n to use 
po ultry as a means to meet such 
an o bjectiv e o ften has mo re to do 
with the success o f a po ultry enter­ 
prise than the flo ck o wner’s lo v e 
fo r po ultry . 


Acquiring a flo ck o f birds with the 
inherent ability to lay well during 
the winter mo nths has a fav o rable 
effect o n po ultry cash inco me and 
the realizatio n o f the flo ck o \\Tier's 
o bjectiv e. 


In acquiring such a flo ck it is 
helpful to mark tho se birds that 
start lay ing early , especially if they 
are o f go o d t>i)e, size and o f appar­ 
ent go o d health. 


A hen so m^arko d might ev entually 
disappo int the flo ck o wT.er, but if 
she is still lay ing when he selects 
breeders, the band 'will be helpful 
in making selectio ns.
